Not the Right Georgia View. 

It is seldom that we find it neces- 
sary to differ with Congressman Bell 
in his views upon public questions, 
but we are compelled to take issue 
with his attitude favoring restrictions 
upon foreign immigration further than 
those already upon the statute books.

restriction bill. ‘
